naan of the Wesleyan Charoh, bod already 
founded aprosperons Mobsmmedun Charch, 
Thia gentleman during the time he was in 
Christian Holy Ordere, went. to Tangier, 
in Morccco,-for hie health, and there em- 
braced Islam, _ Ho then returned to Eng- 
jend, and, rosigniog._ clerical. emola- 
ments, accepted . his . present offlcial 
osition in the police force, He devates 
is days to.tha discharge of. his official 
fnoctions, snd aftor theo aro over ho 
miniaterd to. the interests of hie new 
congregation...
